The retiring president opened the 
meeting with a review of the year's 
work, and then introduced Rohert Ed- 
wards, of Philadelphia, who delivered 
hii interesting talk on the part that 
school gardens are playing in civic 
development in many cities throughout 
the country. He spoke of the begin- 
ning of the work in Cleveland, how it 
had spread West, how there were 
11.000 school gardens in Portland, 
Oregon, last year, and how the idea 
had been taken up and fostered in 
Philadelphia. 

Mr. Edwards saiil that while the 
situation in Narberth was different 
from that in metropolitan communi- 
ties, still he believed that much good 
would be accomplished if the school 
children could be interested in gar- 
dens. He pointed out the interesting 



benefits that come to children from 
garden work and urged the starting of 
school gardens in our borough. 
Ueport on Nnrhrook. 

In addition to the report of the re- 
tiring secretary and treasurer of the 
association, and the cashier of Our 
Town, both of which showed balances 
on the right side of the ledger, Mr. 
Loos, who has served as chairman of 
the Park Development Committee 
throughout the past year, gave an in- 
teresting although informal report on 
the progress that is being made with 
Narbrook. He called attention to the 
fact that this development was an en- 
tirely new idea and explained that in 
the very nature of things conditions 
arose which could not have been 
foreseen. However, the major diffi- 
culties of the work had all been over- 
come and adjusted and the way was 
now clear for pushing the work to a 
conclusion. With anything, like favor- 
able weather conditions, Mr. Loos said 
he hoped to see Narbrook, so far as 
the park development was concerned, 
completed by July 1st. 

I). Knickerbacker Boyd, the asso- 
ciation's advisory architect, was pres- 
ent and told of the building operations 
that are under way and the houses 
that are contemplated. j 

Finally Mr. Henry introduced the: 
new president. Mr. Loos, and the new, 
secretary and treasurer, Mr. Wisse. ' 
who made brief talks, thanking tho 
members of the association for elect- 
ing them and promising a year of 
community activities.

William C. Redfiekl, secretary of 
the Department of Commerce, Wash- 
ington, I). C, has sent out notices to 
be displayed in the lobbies of all post 
offices, calling attention to the serious 
shortage of raw material for manu- 
facturing paper. This includes old 
papers and rags. He urges that the 
department should make it known j 
that the collecting and saving of rags 
and old paper would greatly better 
existing conditions for American 
manufacturers. What becomes of all 
the old paper? About 15,000 tons is 
manufactured every day, of different 
kinds. A large proportion of this 
could be used over again ror some 
class of paper. A little attention to 
the saving of rags and papers will 
mean genuine relief to our paper in- 
dustry, and a diminishing drain up our 
sources of supply for new materials. 
It may be disposed of to any one 
dealing in paper and rags, or given 
to any charitable organization which 
collects such matter, so that it finds 
iU way hack to the paper manufac- 
turers.
